1 . The receipt of the amendment dated October 28, 2010 of the application 10/550920, 
including amendments to the claims, is acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches a drive train for the 
transmission of a variable power at a variable input speed for a power generating station driven 
with a turbomachine including a power-split transmission having a first power branch and at 
least one second power branch, an electric generator driven by the first power branch, and a 
hydrodynamic circuit disposed at an output end of the power-split transmission, wherein the 
hydrodynamic circuit is a torque converter and connects the first power branch and the second 
power branch and controls power flow so that the electric generator is driven at a substantially 
constant speed.
